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with just pride and jubilation that we give you a brief 

history of the great work accomplished here in the last 

half century. It contains the portraits of His Holiness, 
Pope Pius X, and also the present Pontiff, Benedict XV; also all 
the Bishops of the Fort Wayne diocese; all the priests who have 
been resident pastors here from the first to the present, includ- 
ing The Right Rev. Julian Benoit, V. G., who was the first priest 
to offer up the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass in Huntington County 
on August 15, 1843. He attended to many mission churches, 
comprising Huntington, Lagro, Columbia City, Warsaw, New 
France, Goshen, Avilla, New Haven, Besancon, Hesse Cassel 
and Decatur. Most all of these missions were made on horse- 
back. The Venerable Father Benoit’s apostolic and heroic soul 
passed to its heavenly home on January 26, 1885. We have also 
a drawing of the old log chureh—drawn by Peter H. Zahn, and 
the likeness is accurate, as old settlers testify; also cuts of the 
church, school and parsonage. The Catholic of the twentieth 
century can appreciate the changed conditions only, by learning 
how the parishes, now prosperous and flourishing, were organ- 
ized; how the church buildings developed from the rude frame 
or log buildings to the church of today with its grand architec- 
ture and ever-increasing beauty. We hope that this souvenir 
will be saved and treasured, as we think it isa complete history

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INTRODUCTORY: 


The region of country occupied by 
Huntington County little less than a 
century ago, was the habitation of the 
red man, whose instincts were opposed 
to the changes incident to civilization. 
The country traversed by the waters of 
the Wabash was in possession of the 
principal branch of the Miamis. There 
right to occupy this territory appears 
never to have been seriously disputed. 
A brief history of the Miami Chief, who 
deeded the land on which our church, 
school and rectory now stands, follows: 

Francis LAFONTAINE. 

LaFontaine was born near fort 
Wayne in the year 1810. His paternal 
erandfather was a Frenchman. He 
was married at the age of twenty-one 
to Catherine Richardville, daughter of 
John B. Richardville, who was at the 
time, and for many years previous, 
chief of the Miami Indians. Lafon- 
taine was quite an athlete in his 
younger days and was considered one 
-of the best foot-racers in the tribe; he 
resided between Huntington and Fort 
Wayne on the southside of the prairie. 
Manifesting great interest in the wel- 
fare of his tribe, he became very 
popular, so much so, that in 1841 he 
was elected principal chief of the 
Miamis, after which he moved to the 
forks of the Wabash, and resided in 


the frame dwelling now occupied by his 
daughter, Mrs. Archangel Engelman. 
In 1846 the Indians moved west; La- 
Fontaine went with them, and remain- 
ing there all winter, started home in 
spring, 1847. At St. Louis he was 
taken sick and his disease had made 
such progress that on his arrival at 
Lafayette he was unable to proceed 
further and died there in 1847, at the 
age of thirty-seven years. He was em- 
balmed there and brought. to Hunting- 
ton where he was buried in the grounds 
now occupied by SS. Peter and Paul’s 
church. His body was subsequently re- 
moved to the new cemetery on Church 
street. At the time of the removing of 
his body, so perfect had been the em- 
balming, that but little evidence of de- 
cay was manifested. When on account 
of the close proximity to the city 
limits this cemetery was abandoned, 
his remains were moved to the site on 
Mt. Calvary, where they will rest until 
the day of resurrection. 

As we could not obtain a photograph 
of the Chief’s likeness, we substituted 
in this souvenir, one of his daughter, 
Mrs. Archangel Engelman, who still 
lives in our midst and who is held in 
the highest esteem by all citizens of 
Huntington, irrespective or creed or 
color.

No doubt, this was in the minds of 
the Catholic settlers, who lived in and 
around Huntington, Indiana, when in 
the year 1841, they banded together to 
erect a building, which was to have for 
its purpose the worship of God. The 
site chosen was a small tract of land 
on the north-west corner of Cherry and 
John Street; it was donated by Chief 
Richardville of the Miami tribe, the 
father-in-law of Chief LaFontaine, of 
the tribe of Indian warriors. On this 
lot the Catholics of German origin and 
extraction, coupled with the laborers, 
who were employed in the construction 
of the canal, which pierced the city of 
Huntington, began the construction of 
a small log church, 32x25 feet; but 
winter set in early that year, so the 
church was without a roof until the 
following spring, when the work was 
again taken up and completed. During 
the time of the erection of the log 
church, Mass was celebrated once every 
three weeks in private residences. 

On August 15, 1843, Father Julian 
Benoit offered the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass in the log church for the first 
time. After Father Benoit, Rev. E. M. 
Faller, of. St. Mary’s church, Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, and Rey. John Ryan, 
of Lagro, attended Huntington as a 
station every three months until a 


resident priest was obtained. This 
happy fact was realized when in March, 
1857, after strenuous efforts on the part 
of the small congregation, Father 
Schippert, D.D., a native of Wuerten- 
berg, and a convert from Lutheranism, 
was made pastor of Huntington by the 
Rt. Rev. James Maurice de St. Palais, 


fourth Bishop of Vincennes. At that 
time Huntington belonged to the 
Vincennes diocese, and Fort Wayne 


was not yet an Episcopal See. Father 
Schippert lived in a rented cottage, 
directly across from the church. 

A Catholic cemetery became a neces- 
sity also. LaFontaine, the Chief of the 
Miami Indian tribe, a resident of Hunt- 
ington, and a devout Catholic, came to 
the assistance of the struggling Catho- 
lics of Huntington and donated some 
land for that purpose. The land, an 
entire block, is still owned by the 
parish of SS. Peter and Paul. The 
present generation ought to be, indeed, 
erateful to the donor, and, when this is 
read, let a silent prayer be offered up 
for the repose of his soul and of other 
ereat benefactors, deceased. 

No other changes and improvements 
were made during the pastorate of 
Father Schippert. In the month of 
August, 1858, Father Schippert re- 
signed on account of ill health, retiring 
to Innsbruck, Tyrol, where he lived the 
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rest of his days and died peaceably in 
the Lord. 

His immediate successor, the Rey. 
Father Fuchs, a native of Muenster, 
Westphalia, Germany, was assigned to 
Huntington from Cincinnati by the Rt. 
Rev. John Henry Luers, D.D., who on 
January 10, 1858, was consecrated first 
Bishop of the new diocese of Fort 
Wayne. Through Father Fuchs’ efforts 
an addition of twenty feet was made 
to the log church. A spire was also 
built and a bell purchased. The altar 
was set further back and simple boards 
laid around to serve as pews for the 
increasing congregation. 

A parish school was established at 
the same time, 1858. After Mass each 
day a large curtain was drawn before 
the altar and school was taught in the 
main room of the church by the priest. 

In 1859 the congregation built the 
first rectory on the site of the present 
one. Father Fuchs, beings so delighted, 
‘remarked: “The ‘fox’ has at last found 
a hole to rest in.” The first floor of 
the rectory was used for school pur- 
poses. The second floor contained the 
apartments of the pastor. 

The cemetery, which extended around 
the church, was abandoned in 1860; the 
bodies resting there, were removed to 
the cemetery on Church street. 

Father Fuchs was not satisfied in 
serving his own congregation alone, so 
every other Sunday he rode on horse- 
back to a little mission in Whitley 
County, Nix Settlement, and, after of- 
ficiating at the services and ministering 
to the needs of these people, he rode 
back to Huntington the same day to 
serve Vespers to his people here. 

After five years of successful labor, 
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Father Fuchs was made pastor of 
Klaasville, Indiana, his health having 
been impaired, and Father Martin Kink 
was appointed in his place. Father 
Martin Kink was pastor from August 
to: December, 1863. Returning then to 
his native country, Bavaria, he lived 
there the rest of his life and died a 
happy death. 

In December, 1865, Rev. Jacob Meyer 
was sent by the Bishop of Fort Wayne 
to Huntington. Under the careful 
guidance of this zealous priest, the con- 
eregation of SS. Peter and Paul 
flourished greatly, and in 1864 ground 
was broken for the new church and the 
cornerstone laid with unusually great 
solemnities, with a great throng of peo- 
ple in attendance. The _ principal 
papers of the city and different coins 
were deposited therein, along with the 
names of the President of the United 
States, the Pope, Pius IX., Bishop 
Luers, first Bishop of the newly erected 
diocese of Fort Wayne, Father Meyer, 
builder of the church, the building com- 
mittee and subscribers of the building 
fund. Work was pushed and pro- 
eressed rapidly during the fall and 
through winter when weather permit- 
ted, and was finished through the sum- 
mer, and on October 31, 1865, was dedi- 
cated by his Lordship, Bishop Luers, 
the Ordinary of the diocese, with all 
the impressiveness of the Roman ritual. 
Two sermons were preached, one in 
German, the other in the English 
language. A big collection was taken 
up which materially reduced the great 
expense incurred by this mammoth 
undertaking. A big dinner was a fea- 
ture of the day and is still fresh in the 
minds of some of the old settlers of 
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whom there are still a few among us, 
and speak highly of the appetizing 
menu served. Brief plans and_ build- 
ing of the church follows: The founda- 
tion was laid deep and broad of mam- 
moth boulders three and four feet in 
diameter, the very best brick laid in 
the best Huntington lime mortar; no 
expense was spared to build it the very 
best, which it has proven to be. A fea- 
ture of SS. Peter and Paul’s is the self- 
supporting roof, framed and braced in 
such a manner with the very choicest 
timbers, and strengthened by iron rods, 
that nothing short of a cyclone could 
destroy it, so that the obstruction of 
the sanctuary by unsightly pillars are 
completely obliviated. Large oak doors 
lead into the interior. The walls and 
ceiling were painted a drab and set off 
by various designs in brown and green. 
The windows were four-paneled and of 
frosted glass. Pine pews, to the num- 
ber of 203 filled the church. <A _ holy 
Communion railing of wood, separated 
the sanctuary proper from the rest of 


the church. The church contained 
three small wooden altars, poorly 
decorated. 


The basement of the church was dug 
out and divided into. rooms. The 
largest was devoted to the use of a 
chapel. In this chapel Mass was said 
until the church was completed. The 
chapel had no floor, rude benches took 
the place of pews. A simple small 
wooden altar was the only object in 
the sanctuary of the chapel. 

The parish school was transferred 
from the rectory to the chapel. Father 
Meyer taught the school until 1865, 
when the School Sisters of Notre Dame, 
Milwaukee, were installed as teachers. 
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The Notre Dame Sisters are still teach- 
ing the children of SS. Peter and Paul’s 
congregation. They are able and zeal- 
ous teachers. The Sisters had quarters 
for a while in the old log church, until 
the brick school and Sister’s residence 
attached were built in 1873. 

All these improvements, which 
amounted to $30,000, were paid for by 
Father Meyer and his faithful congre- 
gation with the exception of $9,564 in 
five years. Considering the short time 
in which this colossal work was done, 
it seems marvelous indeed, and borders 
on the unbelief. Father Meyer and his 
flock have erected a monument by 
building this new church more pre- 
cious than gold. Too much cannot be 
said in praise of Father Meyer. Exact- 
ing as he was—for he wanted every 
parishioner to do his duty—he had only 
the glory of God and the salvation of 
souls in view. We owe today, to him 
and those sturdy pioneers of fifty years 
ago the grand results of their sacri- 
fices:—a beautiful church, a grand 
temple of the Most High. We should 
neither in our prayers nor in our 
thoughts forget these Apostles of Re- 
ligion. The worry and anxiety which 
always accompany such great under- 
takings, made deep inroads on Father 
Meyer’s health. He was compelled to 
give up this work of love. He asked a 
change, for a smaller place with less 
His request was granted by 
Bishop Luers. So in August, 1868, 
Father Meyer was transferred to 
Logansport, Indiana. He was _ suc- 
ceeded in Huntington by Rev. George 
Steiner. Father Steiner was born in 
New Ulm, Bavaria, diocese of Augs- 
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America in September, 1854, ordained 
priest September 4, 1860. He was pas: 
tor of St. Mary’s church, Michigan 
City, from September, 1869, to Septem- 
ber 21, 1864; pastor of St. Michael’s 
church, Plymouth, from 1864 to 1866, 
attending also Monterey as a mission; 
pastor of St. Patrick’s church, Lagro, 
from September 1, 1866, to August 1. 
1868. During the time from September 
25 to December 22, 1866, he went on a 
collecting tour for the orphan asylums. 
While pastor of Michigan City he at- 
tended Hammond at different times, 
and from Lagro he visited Wabash as a 
station. On August 1, 1868, he was 
appointed pastor of SS. Peter and 
Paul’s church, Huntington, where he 
labored with great zeal and success. 
He was of an ardent and .zealous 
nature. He continued the work so 
nobly begun. The people responded 
willingly. 
was completed and the clock which has 
served the people of Huntington for the 
past forty-five years with the correct 
time, was installed, and when the clock 
stops for a few hours the people are 
lost and ask what is the matter with 
the church clock. This same good old 
time-piece would show its time at night 
if the city would make the improve- 
ment of installing glass dials with 
electric lights inside which should be 
done in memory of the good and zeal- 
ous priest, Father Steiner. He also 
donated the St. George bell, the 
smallest of the chimes, which invites 
the faithful to prepare for the Sabbath 
every Saturday night and before great 
feast days. He had imported Stations 
of the Cross—hand painted and in oil— 
erected, which are now serving their 
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purpose in the chapel. In 1873 the lLit- 
tle log church was moved away, the sur- 
rounding trees cut down and a large

Sisters’ dwelling, were built at a 
cost of $17,000. The Sisters of 
Notre Dame were then given com- 
plete charge of the school. Father 
Steiner suffered with an affliction of 
the lungs. In order to recuperate, he 
spent the winter of 1876-77 in Florida 
and Minnesota. During his absence the 
Rey. J. H. Hueser, D.D., had charge of 
the parish. Father Steiner did not re- 
cover his health, and, knowing that the 
work at SS. Peter and Paul’s over. 
taxed his strength, and that he could 
not attend to his parochial duties 
satisfactorily any more, resigned his 
charge in January; 1880. With his 
friend, the Rev. Julius Becks, at that 
time pastor of St. Mary’s church, 
Michigan City, Indiana, went to AI- 
buquerque, N. M., where he died June 
first of the same year. His remains 
rest in the cemetery at that place. 
Father Hueser was then appointed 
his successor. He was born November 
8, 1839, in Steinhausen, Westphalia. 
He made his philosophical and_ theo- 
logical studies at Munster and Inns- 
bruck, one of the great institutions of 
learning in” Wurope; here, after a 
strenuous examination, the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon 
him. He was ordained priest on Sep- 
tembed 21, 1863, in Brixen, Tyrol. Hav- 
ing labored three years in his diocese, 
he entered the American College, in 
Louvain, (Belgium) Germany, in Oc- 
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tober, 1866, to study English; after one 
year at this institution he came to the 
United States. His first charge was in 
Millhausen, in the diocese of Vincen- 
nes; from there he went to Nashville, 
Tenn., where he offered his services to 
Bishop Feehan, and labored five years; 
then he went to Cincinnati, where he 
edited the ‘Wahrheitsfreund”’ until 
August, 1876, when he came to the 
diocese of Fort Wayne, and acted as 
pastor of SS. Peter and Paul’s church, 
Huntington, for one year. From 
August, 1877, to January, 1880, he was 
pastor at Hesse Cassel, on which date 
he was appointed pastor and in 1884 
was made irremovable rector. 

He had charge of the parish until 
September, 1906, when he also resigned. 
Father Hueser, like his predecessors, 
worked hard. He paid off a debt of 
$14,213, and besides, made many im- 
provements. <A large addition was 
built to the old residence in 1890, cost- 
ing about $10,000. A new high altar 
was placed in the sanctuary ; a new pipe 
organ was installed, chimes were pur- 
chased and ten art glass windows 
were imported from Tyrol, Austria, 
which have the reputation of surpass- 
ing in beauty and design anything in 
the Middle West. The exterior of the 
church was repaired, furnaces were in- 
stalled, and a new cemetery was laid 
out, comprising twenty-three acres. All 
these improveuents amounted to about 
$43,000. Much, indeed, was  ac- 
complished during the long and blessed 
pastorate of Father Hueser. It ended 
in August, 1906. During the inter- 
regnum of six weeks, until the appoint- 
ment of his successor, Father Horde- 
man acted as Vicar of the congregation. 
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The Rey. W. C. Miller was appointed 
pastor of SS. Peter and Paul, October 
2, 1906, and took active charge a week 
later. 

The Rev..W. C. Miller, the new Rec- 
tor, had been on the mission field for 
about twenty-five years, and had ‘been 
known as a hard worker in the vine- 
yard of the Lord and as an able 
financier wherever he had been. 

Father Miller: was born July 11, 1857, 
at Heimersheim, on the Rhein province, 
diocese of Treves. He made his e¢las- 


sical studies at Ahrweiler and at 
Montabauer, Nassau. Coming to the 


United States, he studied Philosophy 
at Mt. St. Mary’s Seminary, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and Theology at St. Meinrad’s, 
Spencer County, Indiana. On Sep- 
tember 24, 1881, he was ordained a 
priest by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Joseph 
Dwenger at Fort Wayne, and cele- 
brated his first Mass in the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception, Fort 
Wayne, on Rosary Sunday. His first 
appointment was that of pastor of Nix 
Settlement and Roanoke. He remained 
at these two places for a year and a 
half.. At Nix Settlement he built the 
pastor’s residence and paid for it. At 
Roanoke he paid off the debt on the 
church and made some improvements. 
His next field of labor was at Kentland, 
Indiana, where he erected a new brick 
church, remodeled the old one to be- 
come a parochial school, and placed the 
children in charge of Franciscan Sis- 


ters of the Perpetual Adoration. He 
also made other improvements. From 


Kentland he was transferred to Arcola, 
Indiana, in 1891. Here it was, where 
he reorganized the parish and prepared 
the way for a new church for his suc-

cessor. After that Father Miller was 
appointed pastor of St. Patrick’s 
church, Oxford, Indiana, with St. 


Bridget’s as a mission. In Oxford 
Father Miller improved the church ex- 
tensively, built a large edition to the 
residence, built a new brick church at 
St. Bridget’s, and then came to Hunt- 
ington in October, 1906. 

Many improvements have been made 
since the coming of Father Miller to 
SS. Peter and Paul, Huntington. Im- 
provements in the plumbing of the 
parochial residence; the electric wiring 
of all the parish buildings; the install- 
ing of electric lights in church, school, 
rectory and Sisters’ residence. The 
school basement was excavated at a 
cost of $1676. The next improvements 
were made in the church: The entrance 
to the chapel was improved, a new hard 
wood floor was laid over the entire 
auditorium of the church, the church 
was artistically frescoed, the altars and 
the pulpit were painted and_ gold- 
leaved; a vestibule proper was created 
and the floor tiled; new _ beautiful 
quarter-Ssawed oak pews were installed, 
a marble Communion railing was pur- 
chased, new Stations of the Cross were 
imported through Fred. Pustet & Co.; 
hew confessionals were erected, hav- 
ing been purchased from Mr. Herman 
Scheiber, of Tiffin, Ohio; a crucifixion 
eroup was also purchased in St. Louis; 
new copper gutters were provided for 
the church. All this entailed an ex- 
pense of $10,346.03. During the last 
few years improvements were made on 
the chapel; it was used formerly for 
furnaces and storage purposes and had 
a very unsightly appearance. [xcava- 
tions were made under the church

further east from the present chapel for 
furnaces and they were installed there- 
in and have been doing very good work 
ever since, which was a decided im- 
provement over the old way. The 
chapel was thoroughly overhauled; the 
walls were lathed and plastered, the 
ceiling received a steel or metalic 
covering, all of these surfaces were 
frescoed; three new altars, all donated, 


likewise art-glass windows took the 
place of the old window pains. The 


pine pews which served in the church 
proper until the quarter-sawed oak 
pews were installed, were moved to the 
chapel and the confessionals were like- 
wise moved down. The sacristies were 
repaired and remodeled, and the whole 
appearance iS very inviting, so much 
so, that many spend hours at the 
miraculous shrine of the Mother of 
Lourdes. The Blessed Sacrament is 
kept there on week days in the cozy 
tabernacle of the marble altar; Masses 
are celebrated and confessions are 
heard there on week days. Likewise 
Lenten and evening devotions are held 
there. 


During the last three years the 
organ was repaired, a brick cover- 


ed passage way from the church to the 
parsonage was built, and lastly the en- 
tire church was given a cement veneer- 
ing. The cost of these improvements, 
inculding the chapel, amounted to $S,- 
481.00. There is no debt on the chureh. 

We all feel that we owe a great debt 
to our present Rector and to all his 
predecessors. They have taken a deep 
interest in the spiritual and material 
welfare of SS. Peter and Paul’s con- 
eregation. We hope and pray that God 
will preserve to us our present pastor

(By Matthias Nuck) 


Mr. Matthias Nuck was born February 1, 
1830, at Elmstein, Bavaria, Germany. He 
left that country with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Nuck, when he was twelve 
years old on May 38, 1841, being on the ocean 
thirty-one days, and arrived in the United 
States about the first of July. He came 
direct from New York to this county. 

They sailed up the Hudson River to AI- 
bany and then to Buffalo by way of the 
canal; from Buffalo to Toledo they took a 
steamboat on Lake Erie; from Toledo they 
sailed down the canal to Providence and 
from there they rode on a huge log which 
served as a canoe up the Maumee River to 
the Ohio State line, and then they took the 
canal boat to Huntington. 

The first thing his mother 
know when they landed was, 
church was standing. 

It was only being built, and the roof had 
not been on. Nothing was done to it until 
the following year, when they put on a clap- 
board roof, plastered it with clay and com- 
pleted it. In all these years the church had 
cost the settlers many hardships. 

The first Mass was said in the spring of 
1843 by Father Benoit. A priest came about 
once or twice a year until 1848, when Father 
Faller came every three months for the Ger- 
mans who could not speak English. 

There were only a few Catholic families

here at that time. They were the two Friel 
families, the Roche, Johnson, McCarthy, 
John Carney and the Daniel and Lawrence 
Boyle families. The single men were Joseph 
and John Buchanan, Adam Young, Sebastian 
Kaiser and Michael Smith. The John Kaiser 
family came here the same year Joseph 
Nuck and his family did, in 1841. 

In 1842 Mr. Lafountaine came from Fort 
Wayne and was appointed Chief of the 
Miami Indians. Chief Lafountaine brought 
with him Philip, George and Jacob Zahn and 
Frank Hauser, all Catholic young men. 

The surviving couple of the old church 
from 1853, Mr. and Mrs. Matthias Nuck. 

Mrs. INuck was formerly Miss Catharine 
Baker, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Baker. She was born May 12, 1834, at Ober- 
kirchen, Prussia. 

They were married in the Nix Settlement, 
Whitley, County, at St. Catharine’s Catholic 
church, September 21, 1853. 

Twelve children were born to the union, 
five died in infancy and the surviving chil- 
dren are: Mrs. Jacob Arnold, Mr. Jacob 
NNuck, Miss Elizabeth Nuck, Mrs. L. V. 
Zahm and Mrs. Matt. Martin of this city, 
and Messrs. Joseph and Matthias Nuck of 
Cleveland, Ohio.

(By John Rausch) 

I came to Huntington in August, 
1855, direct from Germany; lived in 
Huntington ever since. I was then 15 
years old. The old Indian Miami Chief, 
Lafontaine, donated two acres or so 
of ground to be used for church pur- 
poses. The people then put up a log 
cabin to be used as a church. Occasion- 
ally a priest came down from Fort 
Wayne to hold divine services about 
once in three months; chiefly amongst 
them was Rey. Father Benoit and 
Father Faller up to my arrival in the 
fall of 1855, when Father Faller came 
for the last, time. Father Ryan, of 
Lagro, came to Huntington after that 
every two weeks during 1856. Then in 
1857, Father Schippert came and took 
charge of the parish, being the first 
resident priest Huntington had. Of 
course we were all glad to have a 
priest with us, but the church was but 
a small log building—nothing in it—a 
few benches nailed together of rough 
boards, no place for the priest to live 
by himself. Just across the street at 
that time stood the two-room house of 
the Reicherts and it was empty; the 
parish rented this and Father Ship- 
pert occupied it as his residence. Mr. 
Andrew Zahn, an early settler, had a 
shoe-shop and lived in the same—a two- 
story frame building on the south-west 
corner of Market and Cherry, on the 
same corner where the City Building 
now stands, is where Father Shippert 
got his meals. I myself was living 
with Mr. Zahn from 1855 to 1858, serv-

Mrs. Forster was one of

and their father and mother; the

Mahon and John Carney. All the 
above names I have mentioned were 


early settlers; all came in the forties 


and early fifties, and helped build 
her 169 > -churen: The only  sur- 
viving one is the old Nuck family; 
the oldest one, Matthias Nuck, 
Mesdames Mary Gelzleichter, Catherine 
Dages and Mathilda Rausch; John 


Gelzleichter and Nicholas Dages are 
both dead. That makes Mr. and Mrs. 
Nuck the oldest couple and Mr. and 
Mrs. John Rausch the second oldest 
couple living that are members of SS.

Coming back to when Father Schip- 
pert took charge of the parish, under 
his reign we started to work and made 
some improvements, such as placing 
seats in the church. <A piece of lum- 
ber was secured at the mill and car 
penters went to work and made them. 
We then thought we had all. Next was 
a frame addition large enough to give 
good room for the altar. In 1858 
we got a_ bell. The steeple or 
tower on which the bell was placed 
consisted of heavy timber upon a 
frame; the height reached about the 


top of the church roof, well braced; 
it was about the first bell on any 
church in Huntington. 

The next and most important im- 
provement was the church choir. 
Nicholas Alles, a well educated and a 
good Christian young man, clerk in a 
dry goods store, a good singer himself, 
well versed in music, handy with the 
violin, started a choir, and with good 
success; we soon had a choir under his 
supervision at that time which would 
be a credit in any church of today, 
although we had no musical instru- 
ment. The members were John Rausch, 
George and Christian Engelman, Anton 
Rausch, Nick Klein, Michael Koegler, 
John Eich, Mrs. Catherine Mish, Mrs. 
John Kintz and Miss Kitty Buchanan.

age. However, at that time it was only 
a two-story building with a 
room on the first floor. His living 
apartments were on the second floor. 

In the fall of 1863 he went into Lake 
County on the prairies in order to find 
more pure air, but died two months 
after he left lis parish, and lies buried 
in St. John’s Lake County, Indiana. 

After Father Fuchs came Father 
Meyer, who started to build a new 
church in the winter of 1863-64. 
He took up subscriptions for this pur- 
pose, and began building in 1864 and 
finished in 1865.

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MR. AND MRS. JACOB BECKER, PIONEERS OF HUNTINGTON COUNTY. 


Jacob Becker, one of the old and honored citizens of Huntington, was born in 
Prussia, Germany, July 25, 1824. His boyhood was spent at the home of his parents 
in Prussia, and at the age of tweive began to learn the trade of a marble cutter. 
At the age of twenty-two he entered the service of the Prussian army, and during 
his military service in the year of 1850, he was married to Elizabeth Klein, also a 
native of Prussia. In the spring of 1852, Mr. Becker, in company with his wife and 
child, emigrated to America, reaching New York City April 5, 1852. After working 
at his trade in New York and Pennsylvania, he with his family came to Huntington, 
arriving on December 11, 1852, and resided here until his death. 

Mr. and Mrs. Becker were among the early settlers, and were attendants of the 
old hewed log church building, illustrated in this book. Mr. Becker assisted in the 
erection of the present brick structure which replaced the old building, and was a 
faithful supporter up to the time of his death, which occurred in the year of 1896, 
his wife preceding him in death one year. They were both buried from SS. Peter and 
Paul’s and interned at Mt. Calvary, north of the city. 
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MR. AND MRS. JOHN CHRISTMAN. 


Mr. Christman was born 1844 in France. 
He came to this country when three years 
old. me married Bena Myers when he was 
twenty-six years of age. 

Mrs. Christman was born 1846 in Verten- 
burg, Germany. She came to this country 
when eighteen years old. She stayed with 


“her uncle, Rev. Father Jacob Myers. When 


Mrs. Christman arrived here they were lay- 
ing the church floor and they held Mass in 


the old log church and some people had to 
stand outside, because it was so full. Mrs. 
Christman married when she was twenty- 
four, in July, 1870. They were married 
forty-five years. Mr. Christman belonged to 
St. Joseph’s Society some thirty years. 
Mrs. Christman belonged to the Christian 
Mothers about thirty-five years. 

There were seven children born to this 
union. They are John, Charles, Anthony, 
Mary, Celie, William and Lena.

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THINGS TO BE PREPARED. FOR A 
SICK CALL. 


1. A table with a clean white cover. 

2. A crucifix between two blessed wax 
candles. 

3. Some holy water. 

4. A glass of fresh water and a teaspoon. 

5. A clean napkin for the sick person. 

When the priest comes with the Holy 
Viaticum, he should be met at the door 
with a lighted candle and conducted to the 
bedside of the sick. When the priest enters 
the room, all should kneel and pray for the 
sick during the administration of the last 
sacraments. 
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THINGS TO BE REMEMBERED WHEN 
SUMMONING THE PRIEST ON 
A SICK CALL. 


Never telephone. Never send a child. 
Send a grown person. The messenger 
should be able to give the following infor- 
mation: 

1. The age of the person, whether child 
or grown person. 

2. The condition of the person. 

3. Is the person conscious, subject to 
vomiting or able to receive Holy Com- 
munion? 

4. Has the physician attended and what 
is his opinion of the danger? 

Whenever there is real danger, call the 
priest at once. Do not wait until evening 
or night. 

Sick calls are received at any hour of the 
day or night at the north door of the resi- 
dence. 

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 
CEREMONIES. 


Uniformity in the ceremonies prescribed 
for the laity at the various services of the 
Church has been the aim of many efforts 
on the part of our esteemed Bishop. Every- 
one should read the instructions published 
in this issue. In general the practice in 
our church has been in conformity to the 
law. Some mistakes should be corrected 
and important rules observed. 

1. In Masses of Requiem all should kneel 
during the singing of the prayers before 
the Epistle and after the Communion. 

2. At Vespers the general rule is that 
the faithful should kneel, sit or stand, with 
the priest, except at the singing of the 
prayer in honor of the Blessed Virgin at 
the end of Vespers on ferial or week days, 
when the priest alone stands. 

3. Attention is called to the object of 
the beautiful prayer: “Blessed be God,” 
said after Benediction of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. 

4. Do not leave the church before the 
priest has retired from the Sanctuary. Re- 
spect for the Lord’s house should prevent 
the shameful rush and hurry sometimes 
witnessed. 

5. Answer the public prayers and Lit- 
anies in a loud tone of voice. The attrac- 
tiveness of the Protestant service is Some- 
times attributed to the fact that the people 
take a prominent part in the singing and 
in the prayers, far more so than among us. 
Raise your voices at least in this one par- 
ticular, for the glory of the Lord and for 
the sake of a more edifying public worship. 

6. Genuflection is made with the right 
knee, and not the left. On both knees when 
the Blessed Sacrament is exposed.

THE MASS, 


“The Mass was instituted,’ wrote St. 
Liguori, “to honor God; to pay him a tribute 
of gratitude; to obtain the remission of our 
sins, and for all the graces we stand in 
need of.” 

“The Mass is Calvary renewed,” Says the 
Council of Trent. 

Holy Mass is the sacrifice of the Body and 
Blood of Jesus Christ which is offered to 
our Heavenly Father on the altar under the 
appearance of bread and wine. It was in- 
stituted by our Lord Himself in order to 
represent and continue that Sacrifice He 
made on the Cross. 

The prayers which the priest ordinarily 
reads in celebrating Mass form the Ordi- 
nary of the Mass. Some of these prayers 
are always the same; those, for instance, 
from the Sanctus until the Communion. 

The Introit, the prayers before the 
Epistle, the Secret, the prayers after the 
Communion, the Epistle, the Gospel, the 
Preface, all vary according to the time of 
the year or the Saint whose festival is 
celebrated. 

White is used when the feast is of the 
Mysteries of Jesus Christ and of the Bless- 
ed Virgin or any Saint except those who 
were martyrs; red is used on feasts of the 
Passion, of the Holy Ghost, and of the 
Martyrs; green marks a day when the 
Church does not keep the feast of any par- 
ticular Saint; violet is used in times of 
mourning and penance—Advent, Lent; and 
black is used when Mass is said especially 
for the dead, and on Good Friday.

UNITED STATES.

ance at it should increase. Then Sun- 
day is the day of the Lord, it never 
was intended to be observed as a day 
of abstention from all right and Chris- 
tian joy, but a few minuies should be 
spared every Sunday afternoon for com- 
muning with God, for listening to the 
singing of His praises and for receiy- 
ing His benediction. The blessing of 
God surely must not be lightly esteem- 
ed. It is the blessing of the Creator 
and Giver of all that will ever make life 
holy, happy and beneficent for future 
salvation. The Vesper Services, then 
must be better attended. Every family, 
or at least some member of every 
family, should make it a rule to attend 
the service Sunday. This being done, 
the new week will be sanctified and the 
benediction of Christ will be carried 
out from the church into the great 
world that needs it so much.

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Supporting the Church 


The fifth precept of the Church makes 
it obligatory upon all Catholics to con- 
tribute to the support of the Church. 
This commandment has the same force 
as the one that obliges us to hear Mass 
on Sundays and holy days of obligation, 
or the one that forbids the use of meat 
on Fridays. We know perfectly well 
that when we transgress against these 
we are guilty of mortal sin, hence when 
we transgress against the fifth precept 
of the Church we likewise commit mor- 
tal sin. There is no excuse from con- 
tributing to the support of the Church 
except poverty. The poor receive all 
the ministrations they require from the 
Church for nothing and they may at 
any time ask the services of the priest 
without fearing that they will have to 
pay for them. 

The obligation to support the Church 
is a matter of justice. If we demand 
some one’s services we must in justice 
pay for them. It follows that we must 
also pay for the services of the priest 
which we need so constantly. If the 
priest were to refuse to attend to your 
spiritual wants when you call him to 
vour sick bed vou would think he were 
doing very wrong, and yet, unless you 
contribute to his support, he is not in 
justice bound to attend you. When you 
make use of the shelter which the 
Church affords you, when you listen to 
the word of God preached to you, when 
you hear Mass as you ought to on Sun- 
days and holy days of obligation, when 
you send your children to school, when 
you have the members of your family 
baptized, prepared for the first Holy 


Communion, married and buried, you 
are demanding services which you must 
in justice pay for if you are able. If 
you refuse to do so you are not honest. 
The ordinary means of contributing 
towards the support of the Church is 
by paying pew rent or church dues and 
contributing to the collections. Those 
who fail in this are either too poor to 
do so, or they are not practical Cath- 
olics. It has often been observed that 
the first to lose their faith are those 
who refuse to support the Church. 


DARK DAYS. 

Days of darkness and discourage- 
ment will come into every human life. 
For some such days will be numerous, 
for others they will be few, but they are 
bound to come to all. On these days all 
things assume a hue of sadness, and a 
feeling of fear comes over us. Labor 
loses its attractiveness while ambition 
is wounded. If these dark days come 
upon you, do not loose courage. Turn 
the eves of faith towards heaven and 
there you will behold the light of God, 
and will recognize that the clouds that 
obscure your life are but trials which 
will soon pass away.

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INTERESTING ITEMS 


Parents and teachers should form in 
children the habit of good reading. The 
home should provide the young people 
with the best books and papers. The 
teacher should direct the pupils to what 
is sound and wholesome in literature. 
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The great need of the world in all 
ages is the same; that is, men and 
women of sterling character who can 
forget themselves and care for others. 
There is nothing in mere intellectual 
culture to produce people of this kind. 
In fact, the tendency of intellectual- 
ism is to make people self-conceited, 
vain, proud, ambitious, hard-hearted, 
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That the public schools are, for all 
intents and purposes, Protestant is as- 
sumed by a tolerably large number of 
persons in many, not to say most of 
our States. “We don’t bother Catlio- 
lics about their parochial schools,” said 
a Methodist preacher not many moons 
ago, in an [astern State; “then wliy 
should they bother us about our pubh- 
lic schools?” The obvious answer is, 
of course, that, since Catholics contrib- 
ute to the support of these public 
schools, they have as much right to 
‘bother’ about them as has any Meth- 
edist, Baptist, [piscopalian, Congre- 
gationalist, Unitarian or Christian 
Scientist in the country. Let the State 
tax Catholics for their own schools 
only, and we shall willingly allow the 
public schools, so called, to be conduct- 
ed as those who support them think fit. 


Punctuality is an essential require- 
ment in business life. It is a habit ac- 
quired as other habits are by acts fre 
quently repeated. Its formation should 
begin early in life. “As the twig is 
bent, so the tree inclineth.” Parents 
have much to do with the formation of 
character in their children, and the 
building up of sterling character is one 
of the most essential parts of education. 
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The wise teacher makes very few 
rules of discipline, the few she does 
make are never inflexible, but allow for 
all possible exceptions. The personal 
influence of a teacher whose heart is 
in her work is a powerful help in main- 
taining discipline. There should be 
uniform discipline. A good teacher al- 
ways leads. Children are natural hero 
worshippers and teacher-worshippers, 
when the teacher is worthy. They love, 
obey, admire and imitate a true teach- 
er. 


In the years of emotion between 16 
and 26, a girls best friend is her 
mother. She is safe who obeys her 
mother. She is protected who tells her 
mother everything that happens in her 
presence. She is fortunate who has a 
wise and determined mother to hold 
her in check. She is safeguarded who 
is not allowed to run wild—to choose 
her own companions, to keep late 
hours, to do nothing useful, to roam 
the streets at night, to visit other girls 
without restraint, to have company be- 
fore her time.

A thousand men earning a dollar a 
day make a thousand times as much 
prosperity aS one man making a thous- 
and a day. 
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War and heroes of war are much 
talked of nowadays; but you don’t 
hear much of the 9000 Sisters who are 
nursing the sick and dying in Europe. 
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The Catholic fraternal society that 
is not devoting a proper portion of its 
time, attention and activity to things 
of a religious, intellectual and educa- 
tional character is missing its highest 
mission. Why call it a Catholic society 
if its principle purpose is manifested 
in the current pleasures and amuse- 
ments of the day? 
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It is only the most ignorant Catholic 
today that does not see the supreme im- 
portance of the Catholic paper. How 
he can be so stubborn and withhold his 
Support when popes and cardinals and 
bishops and priests are everywhere 
seeking to impress upon their flocks the 
importance of the work, is one of life’s 
mysteries. 
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A truly Catholic life is the best ser- 
mon. It appeals to all classes. It en- 
courages other Catholics to imitate it 
in their own persons and it gives non- 
Catholics a true idea of what the 
Church is as shown by her fruits. We 
can all help in this way, if we will, by 
living lives that reflect the teaching of 
the Gospel and mirror the perfections 
of the Divine Model. 


Saying a word for religion, is a good 
practice in every conversation. Our 
friend will remember it when perhaps 
he has forgotten us. 
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“The rain that wets you at a ball 
game or a picnic is just as wet,” sug- 
gests a philosophic observer of life, “as 
the rain that keeps you away from 
COUrcur. 


What profiteth it a man if he gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul? 
The world is passing, the soul is im- 
mortal. Work for the one rather than 
the other, if you are to lay up treasure 
everlasting. 
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The experience of other nations, as 
well as that of our own, shows it to 
be a very great illusion to suppose 
that intellectual development is suf- 
ficient of itself to make us virtuous 
men, or that the moral status of a peo- 


ple is to be estimated by the wide- 
spread diffusion of purely secular 
knowledge.

Real 
charity works quietly and without 
ostentation, and disregards all that 
savors of publicity. None but those in 
intimate touch with the Church know 
of the immense good accomplished by 
Catholic charities among the poor and 
afflicted.

Perhaps one of the saddest experi- 
ences of a Catholic pastor is the 
meeting of young men who neglected 
the opportunities of securing a 
thorough education and fitting them- 
selves for a useful and honorable life. 
Some of them are out of work, others 
are making little or no progress—are 
without ambition—and others still are 
the victims of their own improvidence.

The importance of religious educa- 
tion is universally admitted these days. 
Even the Boston Transcript, in review- 
ing a book entitled ‘Religious Educa- 
tion in the Family,” says: ‘There is 
nothing in the volume which any family 
would not have assented to, fifty years 
ago, without question. And it is well 
to remember that unless there is some 
sort of religious training given to the 
rising generation, churches twenty 
years from now will be even more poor- 
ly filled than at present.” 

Hold this for certain: In order that 
children may be fitted for the realities 
of life for its duties, its burdens, its 
difficulties, its temptations, its sorrows, 
its dangers, they need more of Chris- 
tian training than home can give them. 
Experience shows that as they grow 
older home influences count for less and 
less; outside influences for more and 
more. It may be sad, but it is true. 
Then among those outside influences 
make the school as potent for good as 
possible: make it as Christian as pos- 
sible. Else I warn you that you are 
ouilty of an awful omission in the train- 
ing of your children. 


Do you really love God and hate sin? 
Note for instance how easily you laid 
abed on Sunday when you found on 
your vacation that the church was just 
a little farther away than usual. 
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It is the same with the school as with 
the Church. No priest wants a state- 
supported church. We can see the evil 
of it in those who come to us from coun- 
tries where the government supports 
the church. Here we want every one 
“to contribute to the support of our 
pastor,” as our Catechism words the 
law of the Church. When every man, 
woman and child contributes some- 
thing to the support of church and 
school they have an interest in their 
maintenance and progress. 
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We can not lay too much stress on 
the importance of the home and home 
training in the education of youth. 
There are too many parents who 
foolishly think that when they send 
their children to Catholic schools their 
moral instruction may be left entirely 
to the priests and sisters. Would that 
we could impress upon every Catholic 
parent the simple truth that home 
training is paramount; that nothing, 
neither church nor school, can take its 
place. The home is not only the first 
but an independent educational institu- 
tion. The education begun in the home 
should not be regarded as ended when 
the education in the school begins. 
Both must co-operate if the child is to 
be properly trained. 
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The influence of the school upon the 
future of boys and girls cannot be over- 
emphasized. It is the nursery where 
mind and heart are put into enduring 
form. 


To educate a child properly and well 
is the world’s best work; to give him 
clear vision and resolute endeavor, high 
purpose and moral courage, to know 
and love and serve the best—this is to 
educate effectively. It is not know- 
ledge that keeps the life immune from 
moral weakness; it is principle that 
guides and saves. 
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The training that develops character 
is society’s greatest asset. Character 
is not wealth, nor beauty, nor intel- 
lectual genius. It is moral strength; 
the life dominated by principles which 
rest securely in the truths which God 
has revealed. These sustaining truths 
give light and power to the perform- 
ance of every duty. 
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Occasionally and timely visits of 
parents to the schools, not to take up 
too much of the time of the teacher, or 
talk about other things than school 
matters, will prove a great aid to both 
teacher and pupil. A greater help still 
will be the personal attention and care 
of the children after school hours and 
in the home. The home and the school 
must work together in the training of 
the child. Parents will please remem- 
ber this: The home is the first and 
best of all schools. 
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INTEREST 


With the great educational oppor- 
tunities of today and the easy access 
of cheap books on all subjects, the 
man who remains ignorant and _ inef- 
ficient and in the lower grades of work 
and pay can blame no one but himself. 
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Example is better and more effective 
than mere precept. If parents are punc- 
tual, faithful, honest, pious, just, 
charitable and industrious, the chil- 
dren’s character will be formed on 
proper lines. They will grow up a 
credit and a blessing to father and 
mother and will become the staff and 
stay of Church and state. : 
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When the child has learned to read 
his curiosity is aroused and he looks 
about for reading matter. He finds it 
in a daily paper admitted to his home 
and left within his reach. He soon gets 
a knowledge of evil. He finds matter 
in the columns of the newspaper that 
poisons his young mind. And the par- 
ents are Supposed to be sentinels on the 
watch tower of home. 
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It is very easy to teach and guide 
the docile, virtuously inclined child, 
but it is an honor, a glory, for a teach- 
er to save the wayward, the erring chil- 
dren, and place them on the path lead. 
ing to virtue and happiness. Children 
acquire bad habits in a class without 
order and discipline. The teacher is 
but one of the many influences sur- 
rounding a child, but she is one of the
